Biſhopricks to the See of Canterbury; which 

they obtained from the Pope, but not without 
much Solicitation, Gifts and Bribes; and ſo 

thoſe Biſhopricks were re-annexed to Canterbury. 

But Atbelardus, an ungrateful Arch-Prelate, 

not regarding the great and advantageous 
Favours of his Sovereign King Kenulph, obtained 


1 ä alſo (by large Preſents) a Grant from the Pope, 
* that if any of his Dioceſs, as well Kings and 
= Princes, as ordinary People, ſhould tranſgreſs 
%Y His lordly Mandates, he ſhould excommunicate 


them till they repented ; and if they continued 
.Impenitent, the ſhould be eſteemed Ethnicks U 
his tyrannical and ambitions _ Þ 
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and Publicans. 
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Archbiſhop executed his Power with the 
utmoſt Rigour; nor did the King himſelf, his 
Benc factor and Sovereign, eſcape the fury of 
this Uſurper's Authority. In his Days the 
Engliſh grew ſuch Apoltates. from Virtue, ut 
gentes quaſcunque  proattione.,, ſuperarent, that 
they exceeded all Nations in Ireaſon and 
Treachery. Fuderunt ſangui nem Fanctorum etiam 
in Circuitu altaris, they maſlacred Monks, 
Nuns, Prieſts, and all that had any ſhew of 
Religion, even as they ſtood round the Altar, 
as * Alcuinus writes. So that it appears from 
hence, that Altars ſtood not cloſe to the Eaſt 
End of the Chancel in thoſe Days, but in ſuch 
ſort that they might be compaſſed rounc.. 
Odo, ſirnamed the Severe, was a pragmatical 
and turbulent.

few of theſe Prelates who have not been per- 
nicious and perfidious Counſellors. 
- "Robert, Archbiſhop cf Canterbury, laid the 
firſt Foundation. of the * Normans Conqueſt in 
England, by perſuading King Edward to make 
Duke Villian his Heir. The k 


the Duke, for which he was rewarded with 
much Wealth. He took Harold with him, 
from whom he exacted an Oath, that he might 
bar him from all potlibility of comipg to 
the Crown ; which Oath he afterwards broke, 


and loſt his Life for it. The Archbiſhop aſ- 


ſuring himſelf of the preſent King's favour as 


well as the future, could not endure that any 


mould bear fo great a Sway in the Court, as 


himſelf. He firſt began with Emma, the King's. 


Mother, and repreſented how likely it was, 
that his Brother's' Death was accompliſhed by 
the Means of her and the Earl Godwyn; and 
that ſhe was more familiar with the Biſhop of 
Wricheſter, (Alwin) than was conſiſtent with 
her Honour. The credulous King eaſily gave 
Into theſe Tales, and without any Examination; 


ſeized on his Mother's Goods, and committed 


her to Priſon. in the Nunnery of Warwell; he 
baniſhed Earl Godwyn, and his Son, and com- 
manded Alwin, upon Pain of Death, not to 
go out of the Gates of Winchefter. Tho' the 
Queen ſolicited, both by Letters and Friends, 


to anſwer the Charges againſt her, yet the

cheſter. If ſhe refuſed to perform this Purge . 
tion, or received any hurt in doing it, then the 
and Alwin ihould be efteemed guilty ; but if 

otherwiſe, the Archbiſhop was content to ſub» 
mit himſelf to the ſame Puniſhment, The King 
looked upon this Edict of * Robert as too ſevere; 
however, he was forced to approve it, the Arche 
biſhop having ſo great a ſway over him. The 
Queep, led by two Biſhops, performed this 
barbarous Purgation, and thereby acquitted her 
felf and Earl Godwin. The King lamenting 
the Injury he had done to his Mother thro! the 
falſe Suggeſtions and malicious Inſinuations of 
Robert, asked her Forgiveneſs on his Knees, 
reſtored her and the Biſhop to their Goods and 
Places, and to make farther Satisfaction, wopld 
needs be whipped by the Hands of the Biſhops 
there preſent, and receive three Stripes from 
the Hands of his Mother. The Archbiſhop, 
who was the plotter of all this Miſchief, went 
to Dover, under pretence of Sickneſs, fearing 
the ſucceſs of this Matter; and as ſoon as In- 


telligence was brought to him by one of his 


Spies, that the Queen's Innocence was appa- 
rent, he immediately embarqued on board a 

fmall Veſſel, and arrived at his Abbey of 
Gemmeticum, Where he ſoon died with Grief and 
Vexation. The King paſſed a publick Sentence 
againſt this traiterous Arch-Prelate and his 
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_ Configderates, as Diſturbers of the State of the 
Kingdom. | +7 296350, Ot... W 
Elnotbus, contrary to his Oath and his Alle- 
iance, crown'd * Harold, (who was a Baſtard)

the Crown and Scepter in his Cuſtody, he lai 
them on the Altar, and faid, I require by | the 
Apoſtolical Authority that no Biſhop preſumes 
to take away this Crown and Scepter: And as for 
yor, ſpeaking to Harold, if you dare do it, o 
then uſurp that which I have committed. to God 
on this Table. But ' notwithſtanding this great 
Thunderclap, the perjured Archbiſhcp, thro? 
the powerful Rhetorick of perſuaſive Gold, (a 
Specifick which never fails to ſalve a Prieſt's 
Conſcience, provided the Dole be large enough) 
preſently crowned the Uſurper King. : 
Stigand, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, aſſembled 
the Kentih Men together, and encouraged them 
to ſtand up for their Liberties againſt Villiam 
the Conqueror, tho? with the Loſs of their 
Lives. He marched at the Head of them, as 
their General, encloſed Villiam and his Army 
by a Stratagem, and ſo purchaſed a Confirma-

The Conqueror re- 
faſed to be crowned by Stigand, who ſoon fled.

| had undertaken, the Pope grew angry; but this 
1 traiterous Archbiſhop cleared himſelf, by de- 
1 monſtrating how diligent he had been in coun- 
ſelling the King to yield Obedience, and do 
Fealty to the Pope. Suaſi, ſed non per ſuaſi, 
ſays he, I adviſed him but could not perſuade 
him. A perfidious and ungrateful Prelate, to 
- endeavour the ſubjecting his Sovereign and 
the Realm to be mere Vaſſals to the

Ai ſelme, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, preſently 
after his Conſecration, had a fierce *. Conteſt 
with his Sovereign Villiam Rufus, in naming 
and accept ing Urban to be Pope, before the 
King had acknowledged him to be ſo; for which, 
ahd for his petulant Speeches, inſolent Carriage, 
and refuſing to acknowledge his Fault, he was 
commanded to depart the Realm; all the Pre- 
lates, except the Biſhop of  Rocbefer, aſſenting 
that he was guilty of High-Treaſon, in attempt- 
ing to deprive the Crown of ſeveral Preroga- 
tives belonging to it, viz, That 10 Archbiſh . 
of Biſhop of the Kingdom ſhould be ſubject to the 
Pope, or Court of Rome, with whom they had 
Yanght to do. That none ought to bÞ received as 
Pope in this Realm, but hin whom the King and 
State bad fir/t approved. That nome ſhould appeal 
zo Rome without the King's Licence. That no 
Man ſhould fide with the Pope, and prefer him above 
bis Sovereign. Aviſelme being baniſhed, went 
immediately to the Pope, to whom he complain- 
ed heavily againſt the King, whoſe Death the 
Pope and: he plotted and conſpired, and which 
was effected by their Means in this manner. 
Valter Tyrrel, a French Knight, was hired to 
murder the King, with a promiſe no doubt of 
enjoying a Paradiſe here, and a Heaven here- 
after, 'The King went one Day to hunt, and 
was deferted by all his Attendants, except this 
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: Tyrrel, who ſhot the King in the Breaſt with 


an Arrow; but he pretended that the Arrow 

lanced from a Tree, and unfortunately wound- 
ed the King. But if we compare Circumſtances, 
we. muſt certainly conclude that this was 4 


 wilful and premeditated Act of Hyrrel. For 
he was a {worn Servant and Creature to An- 


ſelme; he was not tried or called to an account 
for the Murther. The King's Followers diſ- 
perſed themſelves, as ſoon as they heared he 


was killed. He was obſcurely buried at V in- 


cheſter the next Day; and laſtly, Anſelme, who 
was then at Rome, declared that the King was 
killed, and the manner how, within a few Hours 
after the Murther was committed. King Henry 


| ſucceeding, recalled Anſelme from his Exile, 
who immediately upon his return deprived ſe- 


veral Abbots and Biſhops, and denied that the 
King had the Prerogative of nominating any 
Perſon to a Biſhoprick, or of giving Inveſtiture 


and Poſſeſhon. Theſe Diſputes very much dis 


turbed the Peace of the Realm; and therefore 
to put an end to theſe Troubles, the King ſent 
an Ambaſlador, Villiam Vurtlewaſt, to the Pope, 
and the Archbiſhop went with him. The Pope, 


animated by Anſelme, would not yield one jot 


to the King; and when the Ambaſſador ſaid, 


That his Royal Maſter would rather loſe bis Co m 


than bis Privitedge , the imperibus, proud Au- 
ſelme, anſwered, Let him loſe bis Head alſo if be 
will , for while I live, he Hall never appoint a Bi- 
Pap, but I will refift him all I can. The Kin 

hearing this, forbad Anſelme the Realm, an 

immediately ſeized upon all his Goods, Move- 
ables and Immoveables; but after three Years 


exile, thro? the Intereeſſion of Adila, the Kings

Siſter, he was recalled and reſtored. This Fire- 
brand, ſoon after his return, kindled a freſh 
Combuſtion, for he forced all married Prieſts to 
abandon their Wives, whom he pronounced 
Adultereſſes. The King, upon their Complaints, 
zranted them a Licenſe to keep their Wives; 
at Anſelme, peremptory in his Reſolution, 
would not allow it; ſome he impriſoned, and 
deprived others of their Goods and Benefices ; 
and at laſt the King was compelled not only to 
yaeld to him in this Particular, but alſo to re- 
nounce his Right to the nomination and inveſti- 
ture of Biſhops for the future. This rebellious 
and traitorly Prelate did ſuch good Service for 
the Pope, that he granted this Honour to An- 
ſelne and his Succeſſors, viz. that whereas the 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury did formerly ſit next 
to the Biſhop of Rufine in general Councils, 
THis Place ſhould hereafter be at the Pope's right 
Foot, and withal uſed theſe Words; Includamus 
Hunc in orbe noſtro tanquam Papa alterins orbis ; 
Let us include this Man in our World, as the 
Pope of another World. 1 
Ralph of Canterbury, his immediate Succeſſor, 
was an inſolent, cholerick, proud Prelate, and 
offered two ſuch groſs Affronts to King Henry, 
who advanced him to the See, as no Age can 
rallel. The King having aſſembled his No- 
les to Windſor Caitle, the Biſhop of Salisbury 
was deſired to ſolemnize the Marriage between 
the * King and Adelicia, Daughter to the Duke 
of Lorain. As the Biſhop was preparing to do 
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his Office, this decrepit, teſty, proud Arch- 
prelate, Ralph, ordered him to deſiſt, contrary 


to the King's Commands, and committed that 
Service to the Biſhop of Vincheſter, who per- 
formed it. After this, Adelicia being to be 
crowned Queen. at London, in the preſence of 
the King and Nobles, this Archbiſhop, as he 
was chaunting Maſs at the High Altar in his 
Pontificalibus, perceived the King ſitting on the 


Throne with his Crown on his Head; where- 


upon intermitting the Maſs, he goes to the 
King, and haughtily demanded, Who had ſet 
that Crown upon his Head? To which the 
King anſwered, It is no great Matter to me 
who did it. To this the Archbiſhop replied, 


Whoever did it, did it wrongfully and unjuſtly ; 


therefore thou ſhalt either ceaſe to wear it, or I 
will deſiſt from ſaying Maſs. The King nothing 
moved, ſaid * with a pleaſant and mild Coun- 
tenance, If this Crown, as thou ſayeſt, be not law= 


, 


Fully ſet upon my Head, you may do that which 


you concei ve to be agreeable to Law. At which 
Words the Archbiſhop approached nearer; and 


XZ lifting up his Hands to pull the King's Crown 


from his Head, the Nobles entreated that he 
would not uncrown the King in the ſolemn 


_ Coronation of the Queen. Ralph, with much 


perſuaſion, deſiſted from his inſolent Attempt, 
and ſtanding by the King, . began the Song, 
Glory. to be God on high; and then proceeded in 
his Maſs. : 5 

Villiam Corbell ſucceeded this furious, proud 


Prelate; he was advanced by King Henry, 
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and after his Death moſt ungratefully betrayed E 
and diſinherited * Maud his Daughter; and, 
contrary to his Oath, crowned Steven, Earl 
of + Blois, with his own Hands. By this 
treacherous Act, what Civil. Wars, Bloodſhed, 
Tumults and Battles were occaſioned, to the

' Theobald, his immediate Succeſſor, was ſum-

nd privately practiced Treaſon againſt the 

ing. He e molt ſorts of People to 
exclaim. with open Mouths againſt him, and 
complain of his Impoſitions and barbarous 


Uſage. The Clergy depending upon his Power, 


grew ſo very impudent and diſorderly, com- 
mitting molt enormous Crimes, and exempting 
themſelves from ſecular Juriſdi&ion, that the. 
Lord Chief-Juſtice declared in the King's 
Preſence t, that the Clergy had committed 
above an hundred Murthers ſince his Reign. 
The King was much incenſed at this, and 


ſeverely puniſhed ſeveral of them. The 


Archbiſhop and the other Prelates protected 
many heinous Offenders from publick Juſtice, 
ſo that ſome were injured without Remedy, anc 
the injurious eſcaped without Coertion. To re- 
medy.. theſe Evils, the King ordered that the

King Henry 
conſented ; and they met at Paris, But Becker car- 
ried himſelf with ſuch Arrogance, and made ſo 
many equivocating Anſwers to the Queſtions that 
were put to him, that the Peers of both Nations 
exclaimed againſt him, diſavowed his Proceedings, 


and judged him to be the wilful hinderer of his own 


and the Church's Tranquility. His inſolent deport- 
ment, haughtineſs and trifling Objections, ſo pro- 
voked Leuis, the French King, that he asked him, I 
he thought himſelf to be greater or holier than St. Peter. 
Tho' the French King was fruſtrated in his expecta- 
tion of reconciling King Henry and the Archbiſhop, 
HO Pope ſtuck cloſe ro him, and granted him a 
Bull, by which he reſtored him to all his Privileges. 
King Henry fearing that thoſe Broils might occaſion 
infinite Feuds and Wars, wrote a Letter to the Em- 
peror Frederick, declaring he would join with him,

reign in Splendor, multitade of Attendants and 
ſamptuous Entertainments. The King, to curb the 


Grandure and Extravancies of this Prelate, kept rhe 
Feſtival of the Nativity at the Archbiſhop's Palace at 
Canterbury, and all at his Coſt; and tho“ He Was 
allowed the Honour of putting the King and Queens 
Crowns on their Heads, yet he was not permitteck 


to ſit near them. H. bert had a greater Eftetm for - 


the French King than was conſiſtent with his Alfe- 


giance to his Royal Maſter; and when King Joe 


had prepared a large Fleet and Army to revenge his 
Eoſſes on the Frenth King, Hubert, who had confe- 
derated with him and the Pope, in a moſt infiiltidi 
manner forbid the King to proceed on his intend 
Expedition. King John recollecting how tamely he 
had ſubmitted to this arrogant Prełate, collected his 


ſcattered Troops the next Day, and ordered his 


Nobles to attend him. The King waited two Days 
at Sea ſot their coming; but they were more obſe= 
quious to Habert, who ſent his Inhibition to King 
John, and he was forced to return. When he catie 
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on ſhore he puniſhed: many of the Nobles, Knights . 
and Clergymen, by a pecuniary Mul&, for refuſing 


to follow him. This Arch-Prelate, not being able 


to bear the Proceeding of King John, grieved ſo 


exceſſively, that he died in four Days; whereupon 
the King ſeized upon all his Wealth and Poleffions, 
ſaying, He was neuer a King till now. ND 
Reginald was privately eledted his Succeſſor by

che Monks, who made him {wear not to reveal his 


Election, till he came to the Pope's Preſence : But 
he violated his Oath, as ſoon as he had croſſed the 
Sea, which ſo incenſed his Brethren, the Monks, 
that they petitioned the King for Pardon, and re- 
queſted that they might proceed to a new Election, 
the other being vacared by the Perjury of the ele&- 
ed. The King granted what they asked, and de- 


ſired they would chuſe * John Grey, Biſhop of Nor- 


wich, which they did; but the Pope judged them 
both void, and privately prevailed with them to 
elect Stephen Lancton, an Engliſhman, and a Cardi- 
nal. The King in great Indignation, as he had 
Cauſe, drove all the Monks from Canterbury by force, 
ſeized upon all their Goods and Revenues, and for- 
bid Stephen Lanfon enterance into the Realm, The 


Pope interceeded, but in vain ; whereupon he ſeat 


his Mandate to ſeveral Biſhops, who interdicted the 
Kingdom. This Curſe not prevailing, the Pope ex- 

communicated the King, and urged the King of 
France to dethrone him, promiſing him Abſolution 

from all his Sins, and the Kingdom into the Bar- 
gain. He prepared a mlghty Army by Land and 
Sea, but 48 to King John's; and Pandolfe, the 
Pope's Legate, doubting the Succeſs, came into Eng- 
land, and by his crafty Oratory, and repreſenting 
the danger of his loſing the Kingdom, and the ter- 
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- rible Cenſures of the Pope, prevailed with“ King 
- John to reſign the Realm to the Pope, and ſwear 
tealty to him, promiſing he ſhould have it reſtored 
upon thoſe Conditions. To this he conſented, and 
ratified his Conſent by two different Charters ; 
which incenſed his Barons, and Commons, and pro- 
voked Philip the French King, who exclaimed againſt 
the Pope for enthralling the Kingdom to himſelf, 
- \ The King intended a Voyage to Guien, but the 
Barons refuſed to accompany him, unleſs the Inter- 
dict were taken off; and the King ſent Letters im- 
mediately to the Archbiſhop. and the other exiled 
Biſhops to return, Upon their coming to Mincheſter 
the King met the Archbiſhop, and on his Knees 
asked Forgiveneſs; which was granted, upon his 
ſwearing to defend the Church, and the Order. of 
Prieſthood before all things; to reſtore the antient 
Laws, and to recompence all Men, whom he had 
damaged. Upon this the Interdicti, whieh had re- 
mained fix Years, three Months, and fourteen Days, 
was ſolemuly releaſed by the Cardinal of Taſculum, 
hom the Pope had ſent to compound the Diffe- 
rences. The King having fixed himſelf in the Pope's 
. favour by the reſignation of the Crown, and hold- 
ing it from him as his f Feudatory, began to curb 
the Archbiſhop, who ſtirred up the Barons to rebel. 
and take Arms againſt the King. || Stephen Lancton 
was ſuſpended by Pandulphe from all his Epiſcopal 
Authority. Upon this, he goes to Rome for Abſo-

and convicted of Treaſon and Conſpiracy againſt 


the King, and Contempt againſt the Pope and the 


Church's Cenſure, The Pope would have depoſed 
him from his See and Dignity, had not the Cardi- 
nals interceeded for him, as being one of their Num- 
ber; however he confirmed his Suſpenſion, The 
City of London being interdicted, the Barons excom- 
municated, and the Archbiſhop ſuſpended, they 


were ſo incenſed, that the Barons and the Arch= 


biſhop decreed, that neither they themſelves, nor 
the Citizens, ſhould obſerve the Cenſures; alledg-

King Jobn levied many Troops, and mar- 


ched to give Battle to thoſe Enemies, Rebels and 
Invaders. A Monk of Swinſbed-Abbey, declared his 


Intention of poiſoning King John, even at the ex- 


pence: of his own Lite. The Abbot approved his 


Defign, wept for Joy, praiſed God for the Monk's 
Conſtancy, and gave him Abſolution before-hand. 
The Monk, being now prepared, pours the. Poiſon 


into a Chalice, he firſt drank to the King, and gave 
it him, by which he quickly loſt his Life. King 
Jahn being poiſoned, and his young Son Henry ad- 


vanced to the Throne, the Barons, the Archbiſhop, 
and the reſt of the Clergy, forſook the Dauphin, 
having componnded with the Pope, from whom 
they obtained Abſolution and Nemiſſion.

Holden at, Weſtminſter. - By the Artifices; © Tricks 

and Contrivances of the Archbiſhop and Biſhops, 

this laſt mentioned Act was never publiſhed, nor 
imprinted among the other Statutes of Parliament; | 
ſo that the ſe bloody Perſecutors of the tie Wor- 
ſhippers of Chriſt, did conſtantly put the Lollardi 

Act in execution, to the effuſion of much innocent 
Blood, without any Warrant from the King ot his 

Council. Now, what was this unjuſt and fraudu- 
lent execution of this ptetended Act of Parliament, 
but the heighth of Treachery, Villainy, Schiſm and 
Sedition, an infernal Piece of Policy to advance 

Epiſcopal Juriſdiction, erect a bloody Inquiſition, 
and ſhed Martyr's Blood, contrary to the Laws of 
God and Man. In the Year 1385. the King called 
a Parliament at London; the Laity granted one 
Quindeſme and half, provided the Clergy would give 
one Diſme and an half; but the Archbiſfiop ſtiffly 
oppoſed this Condition, and ſaid, that he Church 

ought to be free, and no ways taxed by Lay-men, ad- 
ding that be would rather endanger his Head for this 
Cauſe, rhan ſuffer the Church of England to he ſo much. 
_ enſlaved. This ſo incenſed the Commons, thar they,

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and moſt of the Nobles, peritioned that the Tempo 


ralitie of the Eccleſiaſticks might be taken away, 
which: they ſeconded: with this ſubſtantial Reaſon, 
vn That the Clergy were grown ſo exceſſive proud, that 


it u, le \a Work of Piety and Charity, by taking 


away their Temporalities, which puffed them up, to com- 


pel them to be more humble. To prevent this Law, 


the boaſting Archbiſhop was forced to ſubmit, and 
the Clergy conſented to give the King a Tenth, : 
:2 Thomas Arundel, being made Archbiſhop of Can- 


terbum, by Proviſion from the Pope, contrary to the 
Laws and Statutes of this Kingdom, was attaint- 
ed of High Treaſon by Sir John Busby, in behalf of 


the Commons, ſoon after he had taken Poſſeſſion of 


his See. Being found guilty, he was condemned to 
perpetual Exile, and commanded to depart the 


Kingdom within Forty Days, upon Pain of Death. 


Upon this he haſtened to Rome, and prevailed with 


the Pope to write earneſtly to the King for his Re- 
ſtitution: To which the King returned this ſharp 
Anſwer, wiz, That the Archbiſhop had plotted Treaſon 
againſt ': him, and endeavoured to take away his Life; 
that he deſerved rather to be executed and quartered as a 
Traytar, than baniſbed; that the whole Kingdom won- 


dered aud were olfended he had dealt ſo mildly with him; 


that he was. a Man impatient of Peace, of a traiterous 
and, ſeditious Spirit, ſo that he could not re-admit him 
into the Realm, without danger of his Life: and King- 
dom; and therefore th) all the World conſented to his 
Reſtitution, jet he would oppoſe them to the utmoſt of 


his Power. The Pope, hereupon, not only refuſed to 


reſtore him, but, at the Kings Requeſt, he made Ro- 
ger Walden Archbiſhop in his ſtead: However, be 


conferr'd. the Archbiſhoprick of St. Andrew in Scor..

had an opportunity of conferring frequently with 
Henry Duke of Lancaſter, and entering into a 
Confederacy with him, they depoſed K. Richard, 
who was forced to reſign his Crown, and ſurrenden 
himſelf a Priſoner to the Duke, upon promiſe of 
ſaving his Life only. The Archbiſhop erowned 


the Duke of Lancaſter King, and thruſt Walden 


out of his See, whereby he was reſtored, and the 
King and Pope not only approved his Reſtaura- 
tion, but declared Walden to be an Intruder. This 
Archbifhop was a bloody Perſecutor and Butcher 
of all thoſe who oppoſed the Abſurdities and Su- 
perſtitions of Rome, and fraudulently and ſurrep-- 


titiouſly procured, by ſubtil Pretences, the cruel. 


Statute ex officio, (to wit 2 H. 4. c. 15.) to paſs the 


Upper Houſe without the aſſent or privity of the 
Commons. By Virtue of this ſham Statute, the 


Archbiſhop and Biſhops immediately impriſoned, 
tortured and | burned to Aſhes many Proteſtant 


Martyrs; and, among the reſt, the worthy and 


honourable Lord Cobham. Such was the Pride, 
Inſolence and Vain-glory of this Archbiſhop, that 
he excommunicated all the Churches in London, 
with their Bells, Steeples and Organs, becauſe the 
Bells were not rung for a Triumph as he paſſed 


thro? the City with his Croſs carried in Pomp be- 


fore him, But God's Judgment reached this 
bloody Arch-Prelate at laſt, who was an Enemy 
and a Traytor to the Church and Commonwealth; 
for as he had ſhut the Mouths and filenced the 
Tongues of many faithful Miniſters, his own: 


Tongue ſwelled ſo big in his Mouth, that he was: 


not able to ſpeak, eat or drink for many Days: 
And thus he, who had ftarved many good Chri-

Henry Chicheley was elected Archbiſhop by the 
Monks of Canterbury, with the King's Conſent, 
hut refuſed to accept their election, and took it 
8 trom Pope John 23. This Arch- 
late publiſhed Pope Martin's bulls for the ex- 
tirpat ion of the Vicklevites and Huſites by force 
of Arms, for which he received the + Title of 
Cardinal Presbyter of St, Eu ſebius. He was a bloody 
Perſecutor of Protefants as any of his Predeceſſors, 
and made a Sy nodical Conſtitution, which en- 
trenched upon the King's Prerogative Royal, and 
was repealed by the Statute of 37 H. 8. c. 17. The 
Law of Pramunire was ſuch a curb to uſurping 
Prelates, that this Archbiſhop, without delay or 
helitation, readily granted- to King Henry the 
Sixth a Tenth, and promiſed large Supplies from 
all the Clergy, if he would abolith that hard Law, 
as he termed it. In the Parliament held at London, 
Niue the Commons renewed the Petition, which 
they had made to Henry the Fourth, deſiring that 
the Temporalities of the Biſhops and Abbots 
Might be ſeized, ſhewing how many Earls, Knights 
and Eſquires they would-maintain. To put by 
and overthrow this Bill, Chicheley, who was a 
crafty Man, made a Speech in the Houſe of Lords, 
When the King was preſent, ſhewing his Maje- 
Ry's undbubted Title to the Crown of France, 
with the Injuſtice and Nullity of the Sallick Lam, 
and ſtirred up the King and Nobles to regain the 
ſame by Force of Arms: He declared withal that 
the King's loving Clergy and Subjects of the Spi- 
rituality, (to ſnew their willingneſs and deſire to 
aid his Majeſty for the Recovery of his antient 
Right and true Inheritance) had in their Convo-

tunate Commons. 27 %% 3 prft buy BO ALRS -- 
Fohhn Stafford was promoted to the See of Cans 

terbury by Pope Bugenius, and was a Prelate of 
fuch 'Treachery and Ambition, that he choſe ra- 
ther to incur the Diſpleaſure of his Prince, and 
the Penalties of a Pramunire, than diſobey the 
Pope, and loſe a fat Biſhoprick; tho he paid the 
Pope dearly for it. He and the reſt of the Clergy 
petitioned twice to have the Statutes of Provi/ors 

and Writs of Pramunire either repealed: or molli ed; 

but their Petitions were rejected; and he wand 
by the L. Chancellor, 1 That the Præmunire ſbould 
ever hang over the Heads of the Clergy, by which 
means Laymen would be ſure to enjoy their Inberi- 
tance by the common Laws and Ads of Parliament. 
The King hearing that the Pope had exacted from 
the Clergy a Tenth of all their Revenues, and had 
ſent Nuncio's with Bulls to collect it, commanded 
the Archbiſhop not to obey the Poe; but he was 
fo much a Servant to the Pope, and an Enemy to 
the King, that he not only yielded to the Man- 
dates ef the former, but during his Archiepiſcopal 
Reign, the Pop made Biſhops by Proviſon 
Fobn Kemp, tho' elected lawfully by the Monks 
of Canterbury with the King's Conſent, yet refuſed 
Ant.

Life, for which traiterous Act, and giving the 
King two Subſidies, he obtained a Grant under the 
Great Seal to exempt the Prelates from the Penalty 
of the Statutes of Proviſors and Writs of Premu- 
re. The Earl of Warwick(anno 1469.) conſpired 


to releaſe King Henry the Sixth from the Tower of 


London, which coming to the Ears of Edward, he 
went a Pilgrimage to the Tomb of Thomas Becket 


at Canterbury, and there held a Council of five 


Biſhops and many Nobles, from whence this 
Archbiſhop was excluded, as guilty of unfaith- 
fulneſs and treachery, When Edward died, this 
Arch-Prelate ſeized the Great Seal, the Privy Seal, 
and the Royal Signet, and ſequeſtred all the King's 


Goods as ordinary, tho' he had made a Will, 


which he detained in his Cuſtody ; And when Ri- 


chard Duke of Glouceſter had traiterouſly plotted 
to murder his Nephews, Edward the Fifth and his 
Brother, this bloody Archbiſhop being employed 
by him, and confederating with him, went to the 


Queent, and uſing many flattering Words, and 
pawning his Life and Soul for the Safety of the 
young Duke of Clarence, prevailed to have him

Soon after this, he 


murder d his two Nephews, and the Archbiſhop 


crow ned this bloody and unnatural Uſurper as 
the lawful King of England, being aſſiſted by the 


other Biſhops. and Abbots: in their Pontifcalibus.

ing with every Wind: and Tide, crowned Henry | 
the Seventh allo 1 England, and died an, 1486. 


He continued Archbiſhop 32 Years, and was 51 
Years a Biſhop, and yet was not known in all his 
time to do one good thing to preſerve his Memory. 


| His treachery to King Henry, who advanced him, 


and: the yonng Duke of Clarence, together with 
his Treaſons in crowning two U ſurpers, remain 
ſurviving Monuments of his Infaj p. 
Fehn Morton, when he was Biſhop of Ely, was 
accuſed of many Treaſons and Conſpiracies againſt 
Richard 3. for which he was forced to withdraw 
into Flanders, and hy that means avoided the Pu- 


niſhment which Juſtice would have inflicted on 
him. But when Henry the Seventh got the Crown, 


and married the Daughter of Edward the Fourth, 
thereby uniting the two Houſes of Jork and Lan- 
caſter, (which Marriage was firſt deviſed by Mor 


ton) he was recalled and advanced to the. See of 


Canterbury, and had the Pope's Bull for his Tran- 
flation. He immediately oppreſſed the Clergy of 
his Province, by impoſing on them two Subſidies, 
and forced them, by the Pope's Authority, to con- 
tribute largely toward the Charge of his Tranſla-
